Stephen Bailey made his Will in Westmoreland County, VA as follows 

LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT 

In the name of God Amen. I Stephen Bailey of the parish of Cople, being sick and weak in body, but of 
sound and perfect memory doe make, constitute and appoint this my last Will and Testament in manner and 
form following, Imprimis I commit my soul to God, that gave it hoping through the Merits and Satisfaction 
only of my dear Lord & Saviour Jesus Christ to obtain the forgiveness of my sins and a blessed resurrection 
to everlasting life, and my body to be buried at the discression of my Executors hereafter named & as for 
what worldy estate the Lord hath been pleased to Lend me I give & bequeath as followeth, after my Debts 
and Funeral paid. Item. I give unto my son John Bailey all that tract of land in the forrest, by Estimation 
Fifty Acres, be it more or less with all houses fences & appurtenances thereunto belonging to him and his 
heirs forever. Item. I give unto my son William Bailey all that tract of land whereon I now live with all 
houses, orchards & appurtenances thereto belonging, to him and his heirs males of his body begotten 
forever, and for want of such heirs males then it is my son John Bailey & his heirs males forever. Item. I 
give unto Anne Smith my daughter, one small Iron Pot and a wearever pann, and my gray mare, branded 
S.B. to her and her heirs forever. 

Item. I give unto Ann Bailey Daughter of Stephen Bailey deceased, one heifer called Doll, and all her 
female increase, the said Heifer to be and remain in the hands of John Bailey and delivered with all the 
female increase to the said Anne at 16 years of age or day of marriage which first happens and the male 
increase to John Bailey for his trouble; but in case the said Anne die before the said Time, then the said 
Heifer & Increase to be divided among John Bailey's Children. 

Item. I give unto Mary Walker daughter of William Walker dec'd. one heifer named Moll & all her increase 
to her & her heirs or assigns forever to be delivered to her immediately after my death. 

Item. I give unto my daughter Mary Smith one shilling. 

Item. I give unto my son John Bailey, Anne Smith & William Bailey all the residue of my personal Estate 
whatsoever, to be equally divided amongst them at their own discression immediately after my decease, 
Lastly I make constitute and appoint my loving sons John Bailey and William Bailey Exors. of this my last 
Will and Testament. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand --& Seal the 8th day of Dec. 1697.

The Last Will and Testament of Stephen Baily was this day proved by the Oath of the witnesses thereto 
subscribed, and a probate thereof granted to John Bailey & William Bailey the Executors therein named, & 
so to be Recorded.

Stephen Bailey Home Site: 
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"The Great House" in Kinsale, Westmoreland County, Virginia was built by Major Robert Bailey, who died 8-13- 
1844 aged 57 years, per the late Frankie Bailey. "The Great House" was built on the previous home site of 
Stephen Bailey, whos home had been destroyed by fire in the War of 1812. 




INFORMATION ON THE GREAT HOUSE 

The following infomation was copied from "Westmoreland County, Virginia 1653-1983" Edited by Walter Biscoe 
Norris Jr., Westmoreland County Board of Supervisors, Montross, Virginia, 1983. 

THE GREAT HOUSE is well located on a bluff which looks out the Yeocomico River and across the Potomac to 
the Southern Maryland shore. The original house was constructed by Stephen Bailey I shortly after his acquisition of 
the land in 1667. The original patentee of the property was Richard Nelms in 1662. Family tradition has maintained 
that the original house was of brick, but this belief is undocumented. 

The property was sold out of the family in 1778, for the next forty-nine years it was owned by five individuals, 
including John James Maund who married Harriet Lucy daughter of Robert ("Councilor") Carter III, heir of Nomini 
Hall. It is said that the house was burned by the British in 1814 during the latter days of the War of 1812. 

The property was reacquired by the Bailey family in 1827 when purchased by Major Robert Bailey. He supposed to 
have built the present house or a portion thereof, over the original brick and sandstone cellar.... In the yard of the 
plantation complex are located an original kitchen with large cooking fireplace and a smokehouse with original 
framing and siding. Nearby on a bluff overlooking the harbor at Kinsale is the Bailey family cemetery. It contains 
the grave of Midshipman James Butler Sigourney of Boston, commander of the United States ship "ASP", who was 
killed defending Kinsale on July 14, 1813. 

The Great House received sensitive additions to either end during the second quarter of the Twentieth century. Now 
a new dining room, kitchen, and breezeway following the style of the original house connect the old kitchen with the 
main house. 

In 1998, the property remains in the hands of the Bailey Family and is inhabited by the eleventh generation of the 
family direct descent from Stephen Bailey I.

Application for the N.S.D.A.R., under National Number 462 469, (Computer Code Number A13-039) 
was submitted by Maryline Cauthen Westenhaver in Auburn, Alabama. The application was verified and approved 
January 5, 1976.

The proof that William Bailey was a Revolutionary soldier is 
established by a voucher #1331, dated first of September 

1784, for 31 pounds and nine shillings in the North Carolina Archives showing he was paid in 
Halifax District of which Warren County was a part, and this has been accepted by N.S.D.A.R. 
Bute County had been divided in 1778, (a year after William's marriage) into Warren and 
Franklin Counties. 

A monument to William Fleming Bailey's Revolutionary Service and Patriotism stands with 
other Patriots monuments at Salem Cemetery in Heath Springs, Lancaster County, S.C., on 
Highway 521. A dedication ceremony was held in May 1976 for the Revolutionary Patriots of 
Lancaster County at Salem Cemetery. William Bailey fought in Revolutionary battles in the 
State of North Carolina. William's actual grave site is at the Mackey/Walker Cemetery on Hoke 
Road off of MT. Carmel Campground Road. 

William Fleming Bailey, Senior, was born about 1755. In 1771 he was 16 years of age or over and was living 
with his father, James Bailey, in Bute (Warren) County, North Carolina which adjoins the Virginia line in the 
eastern part of the state. He married Molley Sprunt in Bute County on 9 July 1777 (original marriage bond within 
N.C. Archives), served in the Revolutionary War in the North Carolina Continental Line, and migrated to Lancaster 
County, South Carolina shortly after the War and settled on Cedar Creek. 



Three hundred and thirty acres were surveyed for William Bailey on the 3rd of January 1788. Situate in the 
District of Camden on the Drains and Runs of Cedar Creek North East Side of the Catawba River bounding South 
West on said William Baileys & William Stevens Land, South West on William Robinson's Land & Vacant Land, 
North West on Jon Simpson and Isaac Stewarts Land , North East on Bailey Flemings Land. On June 2nd 1788, he 
paid seven pounds for the tract of land, witness by Thomas Pinckney. Chimney and foundation remains of the 
Bailey home site can be found along Cedar Creek, on Walker Road which is between Stoneboro Road(Hwy. 522) 
and MT. Carmel Campground Road. 

William Fleming Bailey, Senior had a younger brother, Kanneday (or Cannaday) Bailey, Sr. who also came to 
Lancaster County before 1790. This is established in a land suit in Lancaster County in 1842. 
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Generation No. 5 (Continued) 

William Fleming Bailey, Senior's father-in-law, James Sprunt also migrated to Lancaster 
County before 1790. James Sprunt's service as a Patriot has been accepted by the National Society of 
Daughters of American Revolution (N.S.D.A.R.). on National Number 462 469, also submitted by 
Maryline Cauthen Westenhaver. His patriotic service is shown by North Carolina voucher #1787 
issued at Halifax District on September 15, 1781. He bought land on Cedar Creek, Lancaster County 
in 1792, died in Kershaw County before August 23, 1806. Other daughters of James Sprunt were 
wives of Wm. Stevens, Joseph Graves & John Hood. 

Other men named Wm. Bailey were in southern and western North Carolina. The proof that William Bailey, 
Senior , of Lancaster County, S.C. was the William Bailey of Warren County, N.C. is that William Bailey signed as 
a legatee after his father-in-law, James Sprunt, died in Kershaw County. 

William Bailey, Sr. had 4 sons - the youngest (Kennerdy William) moved to Alabama after 1833 while the other 
3 sons remained in Lancaster County, each having a number of sons. Kenneday Bailey, Sr. also had a number of 
sons as shown by census records, of whom Kanneday Bailey, Jr. remained in Lancaster County. Duplication of 
names among the Bailey cousins requires careful attention.

Kennedy William Bailey appears to have served in the War of 1812 in the same Captain Douglas 
Company with brother, John Bailey. Other Bailey descendants within Captain Douglas 
Company of South Carolina were: Edward Bowers, Buck Cauthen, Jonathan Bailey, Thomas 
Stevens, John Robertson, John Isom, and James Isom. 

Kennerdy William "K.W." Bailey served as a musician, in the Captain Douglas Company of South Carolina in 
the War of 1812. That year, at 19 years of age, K.W. Bailey married Mary Ann Perry, daughter of George Perry, on 
9 May 1812 in Bute (now Warren) County N. C. The Baileys moved to Alabama after September 23, 1833. A deed 
was recorded in 1838, Old Deed Book, N pages 245-248, as follows: 

Kennedy W. Bailey to Raleigh Hammond, Sr.- 200 acres of land belonging to Wm. Bailey, deceased, on Cedar 
Creek. Witnesses to this deed were Jasen Clark, Sam'L. B. Hammond and Jacob Hughes. The Dower was signed 
by Mary Bailey. 

The Baileys resided in Benevola and then Pleasant Grove, both towns in Pickens County, Alabama. The 
Tuscaloosa County line, Green County line, and Pickens County Line (which intersect near Benevola) have shifted 
several times over the past hundred years. 

K.W. Bailey obtained land in Pleasant Grove Pickens County through the Land Office in Tuscaloosa, Alabama 
on 1 1 December 1851. K.W. was entitled land through the Military Bounty Land Act of 28 September 1850 for his 
service in the War of 1812. K.W. obtained 80 acres of land, Military Bounty Land Warrant Number 20162. 

Kennerdy William and Mary Ann Perry are buried in an old Baptist Cemetery (now named Mitchell Cemetery) at 
Pleasant Grove, Alabama. Inscriptions on K.W.'s tombstone read: 

"Sacred to the memory of K.W. Bailey born in Lancaster District, South Carolina Oct. 3, 1793 died Feb. 27, 1859"

L.D. (Lawrence DeCody) Bailey is listed in the Confederate Soldiers and Sailors Pension Roll Pickens County, 
Alabama as number 20375. L.D. a Pickens County resident enlisted on 6 March 1861, at Viannce, Alabama at the 
age of 24. He served the Confederate States in Company B, Lane Guards, 2nd Regiment, Alabama under the 
Commander: Captain Thomas C. Lanier. L.D. was wounded at the "Battle of Correnth (Corinth)" in the State of 
Mississippi between the 3 and 4 of October 1862 . A private L.D.'s enlistment was for 12 months, one year. In April 
26, 1866, he was discharged. 

Source: Application for the Relief of Confederate Soldiers and Sailors filed by L.D. Bailey in June 1907. 

"The 2nd Infantry Regiment (also called Magnolia Regiment) was organized at Fort Morgan, AL during April 1861. Colonel 
Henry Maury, Lt. Col. H. C. Bradford, and Maj. Daniel P. Forney were its field officers. Its members were raised in Calhoun, 
Pickens, Franklin, Monroe, Clarke, Mobile, and Jackson Counties. The regiment formed the garrison at Fort Morgan, serving as 
infantry and artillery, until March 1862, when it was ordered to Fort Pillow, TN. Here it disbanded because its term of service 
had expired. The officers and men joined other Alabama commands. 

The Forty Second Alabama Regiment was organized at Columbus, Miss., in May 1862, and was composed principally of men 
who re-organized, in two or three instances as entire companies, after serving a year as the Second Alabama Infantry. The 
regiment joined Generals Price and Van Dorn at Ripley in September, and was brigaded under Gen. John C. Moore of Texas. A 
month later, October 3rd and 4th, 1862, the Forty-second went into the "Battle of Corinth" with 700 men, and lost 98 killed and 
about 250 wounded and captured in the fighting at and near that place. The Forty-Second Alabama Infantry participated in at 
least 37 engagements between 3 October 1862 - 26 April 1865; L.D. was one of the wounded at the very first engagement at the 
"Battle of Corinth". 

Like almost all Civil War units the Forty-Second Alabama Infantry was often known by an alternate designation derived from the 
name of its commanding officer. Therefore, the alternate name for the regiment that L.D. Bailey served with is Thomas C. 
Lanier's Infantry . Private L.D. Bailey is listed on the muster roll of the Co. B, Lane Guards, of the 2nd Regiment, Alabama 
Volunteers written on 17 September 1861 at Fort Morgan, Alabama. 

L.D. was grandfather to Mary Edna Bailey Marble, our grandmother. Grandmother Mary Bailey once said of her 
grandfather that he would spend a great deal of time sitting, while reading from the Bible. 
A physician's notice was sent to Pickens County seat, Carrolton, on 24 June 1907 stating; "This is to certify that 
L.D. Bailey is not able to make the trip to Carrolton" It was signed A. T. Kirk M.D. known as "Doc" A. Thomas 
Kirk. There is a photograph of L.D. Bailey in his confederate uniform sitting in a chair and in the Bailey Family 
Portrait, L.D. is sitting on a log.

Decisions at the Crossroads

October 2 

Confederates take up line of march toward Corinth, skirmish at Young's Bridge over the Tuscumbia River, 
bivouacs at Chewalla, eight miles northeast of Corinth. 
October 3 

Confederates move out at daybreak~Lo veil's Division in front, skirmishes with Federal pickets. At 10:00 

a.m. Lovell's Division is deployed south of the Memphis and Charleston Railroad and Price's Division on the north. 

The coordinated attack drives the Federals from the old Confederate works and by late afternoon the Union soldiers 

are behind the inner defenses of the town. 

October 4 

Van Dorn's plan to resume the battle at daybreak is delayed by the illness of one of Price's Division Commanders. 
Confederates break through the Federal lines about 10:00 a.m. and enter Corinth from the north, fighting in the 
streets all the way to the Tishomingo Hotel. At the same time the 42nd Alabama, 35th Mississippi, and 2nd Texas 
Infantry along with the 6th and 9th Texas dismounted cavalry broke away from the main body to attack Battery 
Robinett. Battery Robinett was a three-gun redan, commanded by Lt. Henry C. Robinett, supported by the 37th, 
39th, 43rd, and 63rd Ohio and the 1 1th Missouri regiments. The three separate charges on the position fail as well 
as the assault on the town. By 2:30 p.m. Van Dorn is forced to abandon the field.

Mary Edna, the youngest daughter of Robert Bradshaw BAILEY, was affectionately nicknamed "Red" by her 
siblings for her bright red hair. She had a domineering personality, which required a lot of attention. Mary also 
displayed that Irish temper (or was it the red hair); she often spoke in very strong language when angered. Yet, 
Mary was a beautiful loving individual, whom two Marble men could not resist. 

Mary went to college in Selma, Alabama to be a legal secretary. During her college years she went to Pine Hill and 
Yellow Bluff Campgrounds (Wilcox County, Alabama), where Sam Hood Ball had a cabin. 

The marriage of Mary Edna to Lawrence Duane MARBLE: 

In the late 1920's, Lawrence Duane Marble, a salesman was travelling through Alabama distributing magazine 
literature. Edna's sister, Mattie Gertrude answered the door and talked to Lawrence. Mary Edna was in the back 
room and could hear the northern accent. She came into the front room and said, "Who is this Dam Yankee?" They 
were married 12 June 1928 in Reform, Alabama.

Uncle Bob of Pickens County: 

That, the More Abundant Life on a handout basis has not utterly destroyed the initiative and energy of the 
countryside. We have long suspected - but no better evidence of it has come to our attention than the story of Uncle 
Bob Bailey of Pickens County, as related by Jack Pratt in his Carrollton Paper, The Pickens County Herald. 

"Over in Raleigh beat," Editor Pratt tells us, "lives one of the most likable old timers of the county, by name, R.B. 
Bailey, better known as Uncle Bob. Uncle Bob is in a class to himself when it comes to sound thinking, wise saving, 
and future planning. He's not strong on good looks style, flowery language or deceitful flattery. If he likes a fellow, 
he treats him right; if he doesn't like him, it's just too bad. He has made himself famous for years raising the best and 
largest melons in Pickens County. Thev sell for a much better price than those raised by most farmers. People who 
have bought his melons know he sells the best and they don't mind paying for it. He may pile his hay on the front 
porch, his cotton seed in the parlor, stack his plows on the back porch, and feed his pigs in the yard, but you'll 
always find his barn, smoke house and pantry well filled with the best that grows; his pastures filled with good cattle 
and hogs, his barn with good fat mules, and plenty of men working on his farm. 

"He's one of the few farmers of the county that has made money at farming. At daylight he wants to hear the trace 
chains rattling, the plow- boys cussing, the milkmaids milking, and bacon frying. At sun-up everything must be 
stirring or Uncle Bob must know the reason why. 

"Bermuda grass smothered his crop on reclaimed pasture land two years ago, but he was ready the next year to turn 
the battle in his favor. He had a 24 inch buster made to order to cut that grass up and bury it deep in the ground, 
leaving a two-foot space in the middle free from grass. In the middle he planted his crop and had it worked out 
before the grass found a way out and by the time it got to growing good, his corn was ready to lay by, and he buried 
it again, leaving his field almost free from Bermuda. Whoever thought of that method before? If you don't believe it 
works, just go down and look his farm over and be convinced. " 

"Pickens County doesn't have a monopoly on the Uncle Bobs. We have several of them in Tuscaloosa County, but 
we don't have enough. They are so far in the minority that it's discouraging and even worse, they are becoming 
fewer and fewer each year. The More Abundant Life maybe made available to us by legislative action, but we doubt 
it. We suspect that the best and surest way of obtaining the More Abundant Life is to do as Uncle Bob has done; it is 
to look forward to sun-up, not to sun-down. The man who is impatient to be about his work has a strange way of 
getting along in life.

Note: "The 2nd Infantry Regiment (also called Magnolia Regiment) was organized at Fort Morgan, AL during April 
1861. Its members were raised in Calhoun, Pickens, Franklin, Monroe, Clarke, Mobile, and Jackson Counties. The 
regiment formed the garrison at Fort Morgan, serving as infantry and artillery, until March 1862, when it was 
ordered to Fort Pillow in Tennessee. Here it disbanded because its term of service had expired. The officers and men 
joined other Alabama commands. Colonel Henry Maury, Lt. Col. H. C. Bradford, and Maj. Daniel P. Forney were 
its field officers."

The 
regiment joined Generals Price and Van Dorn at Ripley in September, and was brigaded under Gen. John C. Moore 
of Texas. A month later, October 3rd and 4th, 1862, the Forty-second went into the Battle of Corinth with 700 men, 
and lost 98 killed and about 250 wounded and captured in the fighting at and near that place.
